Rockola: showed a low-cost compact model 
called “Rocket” (I personally think they have 
some way to go to catch Rowe or NSM). 
Rowe: showed their version of “1015” type 
machine with some very good improvements 
Over previous antique apparatus machines. 
Wurlitzer: showed new a Las Vegas model 
of chrome and glass with all their usual 
features. 
Novelty 

A novelty redemption game of 
interest was called “Simple Simon” and was 
based on a “Tic Tac Toe” theme. The 
American and Canadian Operators I spoke 
to agreed that the growth in their market is in 
family entertainment centres (FEC’s) and 
that the big game, big price, bigger arcades 
are where the future lies. 

Virtual Reality 

On the theme of big priced items 
there were anumber of Virtual Reality pieces. 
“Visions of Reality” had the largest display 
with professional models dressed in silver 
Space suits helping players try their VR 
product. (This stand was the only one where 
you had to have a booking). Concept and 
product looked good but the game needs to 
be developed to get repeat business on this 
very expensive product. 

VR-8 displayed an upright unit with 
amoving headset. Withtwo games available, 
although the second a space game was yet to 
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be fully finished and was expected to be 
offered at a price of approximately 
$US10,000. I think that VR has a way to go 
to make it a full coin operated alternative in 
New Zealand. 

Dedicated 

In the dedicated video games area 
one of the best was “Drug Wars” a new 
interactive movie video game from American 
Laser Games. 

Namco: showed its “Ridge Racer” sit down 
driver which played very well and had 
excellent graphics. A different type of 
simulator was Jaleco’s “Wild Pilot” moving 
cockpit which had the very realistic handling 
feel to it. 

Konami: had a two monitor - 4 player game 
called “Run and Gun” whichis a fast moving 
action packed basketball game. 

Taito’s: “Lucky Carnival” is a very large 
shooting gallery on which large capsules can 
be won containing merchandise - probably 
very expensive but extremely eye catching. 
Taito also produced a cute video version of 
‘“Whack-A-Mole” called “Animal Land” 
obviously aimed at the kids redemption 
market. The large number of redemption 
equipment was equally matched by the huge 
numbers of stands with products for 
redemption centres. 

Also on show were a number of kiddie 
rides, various types of vending, spares and 
numerous other products for operated 
equipment.

Business 
was terrible, income was down, the new SSF2 
was the only video taking good money but 


- “how many could you buy?” Pressure was on 


for higher commission payments to his 
locations as the locations attempted to get a 
better return and of course you had to pay it as 
he had no site contracts and there were no new 
locations out there anyway. Things were 
terrible and wasn’t he glad he had not bought 
any other new games lately (no Mortal 
Kombat, no Neo-Geo, no NBA Jam) as with 
so little opportunity he would have been in 
trouble. 

Interestingly this call contrasted with 
another call from another operator earlier that 
week. This operator rang up to order three 
new machines and didn’t have much time to 
talk but also ordered some more site contract 
blanks and mentioned how busy he was and 
how well things were going. Yes - this 
operator had bought all the latest “good games” 
and had had no problems in locating them in 
“good” new locations at low commission 
rates. He had selected new locations in new 
business areas and had no trouble locating 
this new equipment. His only problem was 
that there was not enough time in his day. 

Strangely both operators were from 
the same town. 

Wellington 

The Evening Post daily newspaper 
has decided to run a fortnightly article 
reviewing four of the cities larger arcades. 
The first article featured the “Pinball Arcade” 
and was generally a good, reasoned look at 
this centre listing the game numbers, type and 
the writers opinion of the quality of the games 
at the centre. Unfortunately this centre also 
choose to run its “Mortal Kombat” on full 
violence and its “Time Killers” on full stereo 
volume and full violence and this was also 
reported in the paper in a very negative ending 
to what would have otherwise been a fair and 
reasonably positive article. 

The same paper also reported (in a 


different section) on the effects the new ‘Films, 
Videos and Publications” bill will have on 
arcade operators and this type of equipment 
and the serious penalties that the legislation 
provides. 

Ralf and Shirley Taigel have just 
returned from their trip to the AMOA show. 
They both enjoyed the show and the 
opportunity to meet with so many other 
operators worldwide. 

A number of operators have been 
running around locations offering site owners 
higher percentages. It seems amazing that 
with so many locations available without 
machines that some operators still have this 
short term perspective and seem unable to see 
the long term consequences of their actions. 

Hamilton 

The “Pinball Shop” in Hamilton is 
reporting brisk business with a good amount 
of dollars coming out of the cash boxes before 
people buy the units. Seems a number of 
pinball enthusiasts have been looking for the 
opportunity to play some of their old favourites 
especially when they have been overhauled 
and are in “tip top” order. A number of lucky 
people will be receiving pinballs for Christmas 
this year. 

Rotorua 

Rotorua briefly had two brand new 
multy-plex cinemas operating until the 
building owners of the “Everade” centre 
experienced problems. The company that 
supplied the air-conditioning unit decided to 
take this unit back (with the use of a helicopter) 
when they were notified of the problems with 
the building company and subsequently the 
theatre (which in itself was trading well) is 
unable to operate without this unit. 

John Wheaton is used to rushing 
around fixing pinballs on these back country 
roads but when you meet a traffic policeman 
and you are travelling at 140k then you are 
really lucky to only get a bill for $280. Slow 
down John - the pinball will still be out of 
order when you arrive!

Problem 
If one examines the flipper/link 
assembly, you will note that the spiral roll 
pin is of critical importance. Examining 
many broken links, I’ve noted that 95% of 
them break in the shaded area (see figure 1).

This a very strong portion of the 
mold, thus the failure must be due to unnatural 
stress somewhere other than the weak points.

and using red/blue markers colour the upper 
and lower sides of the plunger to make 
certain they are properly installed. 

Way back in Space Shuttle days, I 
tried using external return springs instead of 
the original concentric springs, thinking they 
were the reason for link damage. 

After a few more untimely failures, I 
even tried nylon crank bushings until I lit 
upon the roll pins. While several other 
factors doubtless contribute to the eventual 
failure of this assembly, I haven’t had any 
repeat business on this remedy. 

Inspection 

Existing plunger/links can easily be 
inspected and re-assembled with a shim and 
centre punch on your bench vice. Open vice 
1/4 inch, lay the plunger in the crack and 
insert a metal shim between the top of link 
and bottom of the upper fork on the plunger 
before driving the pin out or plunger damage 
will result. I have found that a very large 
number of pre-assembled link plungers have 
this fault.

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Sega Establishes 
Singapore Office 

Sega was to establish an overseas affiliate, 
provisionally named Sega Singapore, on October 1 
as a purchasing centre for materials manufactured 
in the Asian region. 

In addition to the purchasing of materials, 
the company will take responsibility for production 
control and product testing. Mr Shigeru Kuwasaki, 
head of Sega’s material procurement division, will 
serve as president of the new company. Sega plans 
to have 23 employees working at the company by 
next March, including 13 Singaporeans. 

The materials to be purchased are PCB’s 
for consumer products, plastic moldings, and parts 
for telecommunications equipment, with expected 
purchases of totalling $NZ90 million by March 
1993, rising to $NZ706 million by the end of the 
following quarter. To lower manufacturing costs, 
Sega plans to expand its OEM (original equipment 
manufacturing) production base for game machines 
from Taiwan and Malaysia to China and other 
countries in the ASEAN region. Purchasing 
materials locally instead of supplying them from 
Japan also saves distribution costs totalling $NZ8.8 
million on the $NZ54 million distribution. 

USA Enforcement News 

On October 5, Capcom USA reached an 
amicable legal settlement with Two-Bit Score 
Amusements. The latter agreed to stop selling 
unauthorised “enhancement kits” for Streetfighter 
II Champion Edition. Two-Bit will pay $30,000 
damages and has agreed to pay for some copyright 
warnings. Capcom also sued Testron Inc for 
allegedly selling infringing speed-up kits but 
apparently couldn’t serve papers on the defendant. 
In adefault judgement, a federal court on September 
27 ordered Testron to pay Capcom $200,000 in 
damages, plus over $8,000 in attorney’s fees, and 
enjoined Testron from “any further infringement” 
... AAMA has announced that Ontario businessman 
Robert Rose recently pleaded guilty to five counts 
of infringement under Canadian copyright law and 
was fined $5,000. The case resulted from a raid by 
the Mounties on Rose’s firm, Ten-O-Four Limited, 
where 53 suspect boards were seized. U.S. Customs 
and AAMA’ s investigator Dick Trindle are tracking 
down leads (at Rose’s place, they found illegal 


copies ready-to-ship to U.S. customers.) 
Capcom & Gamestar Pin Co 

Capcom Ltd founder and president Mr 
Kenzo Tsujimoto has confirmed to Game Machine 
Magazine (Osaka, Japan) that his firm invested 
60% of the working capital in GameStar, the future 
pinball factory which was incorporated in Chicago 
on June 3 of this year. Romstar (which will manage 
the new concern) is another major shareholder, 
having invested 30%, and Capcom USA owns 
10%. As reported in European and Japanese coin- 
op trade journals, GameStar has hired personnel 
from WMS Inc and Data East Pinball. On June 4, 
one day after GameStar’s incorporation papers 
were filed, WMS sued GameStar, claiming that 
former WMS employees were improperly 
furnishing proprietary information (trade secrets) 
to GameStar. “Capcom refutes this, saying that as 
they will not be doing any manufacturing for at 
least a year, the law is irrelevant,” said Game 
Machine. WMS and Data East Pinball had no 
comment. 

AMOA and JAMMA on 
Collision Course 

JAMMA and AMOA will clash in 794, 

with both side adamant that their dates cannot be 
changed. 
JAMMA is scheduled to take place from September 
21-23 at the Makuhari Messe, Tokyo, while the 
AMOA show is scheduled to take place from 
September 22-24 in San Antonio, Texas. 

The Japanese show is traditionally held in 
October but was forced to move to August due to 
the availability of the exhibition hall. 

August has proven unpopular, though, due 
to both the hot weather and the show market. The 
opportunity to move to the new September dates 
was too good for JAMMA to miss, but now a clash 
with AMOA looks inevitable. 

AMOA has stated clearly that it will not be 
possible to change its dates and has put the ball 
firmly back in JAMMA’s court. 

In a statement to Coin Slot this week, a 
JAMMA spokesperson said: “Although both 
associations negotiated to find a solution, it was 
confirmed that the given situation did not allow us 
to change the dates.” 

It would appear that there is now a stalemate 


Security: A Top Priority For Any Family 
Entertainment Center In Any Location 


Rambo, The Terminator, Kojack - ha! We 
need security. A family entertainment centre needs 
a safe, warm, cozy feeling, or else families will not 
come and you will be running a great, fun nothing. 

There are many simple measures that can be 
implemented. "Pirate's Hideaway" in San Diego 
uses aone-entrance/one-exit layout witha turnstile at 
the exit. The exit is also monitored by the staff. 

Some stores put in security cameras and 
others, such as Seattle's "Drop a Tot," give a beeper 
to parents, so that they can shop in the mall, yet be 
contacted in case of a problem. Other stores take a 
Polaroid picture of the child and his or her guardian, 
and allow the child to leave with only that adult. 

Some pay-to-play parks have metal 
detectors, which have a two-fold purpose: they stop 
weapons from entering the entertainment centre and 
prevent sharp objects that can puncture the play area. 

Post the rules of your centre in a prominent 
place, and make sure your employees know and 
enforce those rules. Have at least one mobile employee 


who walks around the centre at all times. 

Each location calls for different types of 
security measures. In the large cities with gang 
problems, a lot of centres have banned the wearing of 
clothes in gang-related "colours" (predominantly blue 
or red clothing); and sports motifs, such as Los 
Angeles Raiders’ hats, bandannas, etc. If families 
don't feel safe because of the appearance of some 
customers, they will not come back. 

Another measure you can take is to hire 
security guards or moonlighting police officers. 
Undercover and uniformed security can be beneficial. 
They can stop problems before they happen as well as 
give a secure feeling to worried parents. 

Security is very, very important and cannot 
be overlooked. If parents don't feel comfortable, they 
won't bring their children to your business. 

But watch out about over-doing it. Don't 
scare-away families by posting the National Guard, 
SWAT teams or riot patrols on your door step. There 
is abalance. Find it, know it, use itor... "I'll be back".

AAMA Director of Operations, Richard 
Trindle said that a large number of similar 
investigations were already underway as part of an 
effort to eradicate counterfeiting, which has already 
cost the industry billions of dollars in lost revenue.

Yes, because 
instead it fiddles with your system for financial 
gains. 

It can change financial system payment 
schedules while creating a new audit trail so 
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you won’t spot the irregularities, explained

Coppard in arecent “Dominion.” His message: 
Use computer products that scan your system 
for irregularities but without activating 
unofficial programmes suchas the cruise virus. 
PRIVACY ACT 

Do you reckon that the Privacy Act 
does not apply to your business? Well, it does 
... Unless perhaps you have no employees at 
all. If the latter, but you have customers, then 
the Act probably still applies. The test is 
whether or not your business holds information 
about specific individuals ... And that includes 
employee or personnel files. There’s nothing 
wrong with holding such information, provided 
itis for lawful and necessary reasons related to 
your business. If possible .... 

Get your information directly from 
the persons concerned. If this is not practical, 
you can obtain information directly, provided 
this does not prejudice a person’s interests. 
You must also tell the person that you are 
collecting the information, why it’s being done, 
and who’s doing it for you .... Unless, again, 
no prejudice will arise from not telling them. 
Do not try to collect information unlawfully, 
unfairly, or in an unreasonably intrusive way. 
Store information collected securely.

Eye On Video - It’s nice to see areport 
from the American Optometric Association 
saying video games may help sharpen some 
aspects of a person’s vision. According to the 
AOA, when played in moderation, video 
games may help sharpen vision skills used in 
the classroom, on the job, behind the wheel, 
and in sports. Of primary importance are eye 
movement skills. They enable players to 
follow amoving target or look from one target 
to another, without moving their heads. These 
skills are also important for reading, AOA 
said. Tied closely to eye movement skills is 
eye-hand co-ordination and visual reaction 
time, or the ability to make an appropriate 
change or movement very quickly. Also, 
being able to see out of the corner of the eye 
while concentrating on one target is a 
particularly important video game skill, AOA 
pointed out. - January 1989. 

Health Warning - Watching kids play 
video games can help doctors predict, decades 
in advance, who will get high blood pressure 
and hypertension once they hit their 30s and 
40s, said a recent item in the San Francisco 
Chronicle. Doctors at the prestigious John 
Hopkins University did tests on 1,400 high 
school students in Baltimore, Md., using Pac- 
Man and other games. They found kids whose 
parents have hypertension or heart disease 
reacted to the games with much higher blood 
pressure. Craig Ewart, who directed the study, 


said the video games could prove a useful and 
reliable tool to help prevent or lessen these 
medical problems. 

And Medical Benefits - Dr John 
Gianutsos of New York University medical 
centre says that a medical version of video 
games is helping his patients recover from 
stroke and brain damage. Players “see” the 
results of hand and arm movements ona video 
screen. By constant repetition, they improve 
motor skills. As they recover, more difficult 
movements are added to the game. Patients 
are enthusiastic, said the doctor. Some have 
rehabilitated muscles that were dormant for 
three years. - June 1986. 

RX: Video Games - Faithful readers 
of this column know that recent medical studies 
have shown a variety of health benefits can 
result from playing video games. The games 
help brain-damaged patients at the Rusk 
Institute of Rehabilitative Medicine in New 
York regain muscle control. They help the 
Johns Hopkins School of Public Healthidentify 
kids who are at risk from hypertension. They 
distract dental patients from pain and anxiety 
while in the dentist’s chair. But the latest is the 
best. Video games reduce upsetting side 
effects (nausea, etc.) for children undergoing 
chemotherapy treatment for cancer. This 
according to Dr Harry Panjwani, whose report 
appears in Medical Science, June 1986. The 
good doctor also reports that video games help 
introduce kids to computer technology, 
improve hand-eye co-ordination, teach 
strategy and logic. So if you’re feeling blue, 
Dr RePlay says play Rampage (ie: destroy 
two cities and call me in the morning). -

Take that Alien! - You always knew 
it was true, and now science has proved you 
were right: blasting aliens to atoms, blowing 
enemy aircraft out of the sky, and body- 
slamming the competition in a sports game 
(all on video screens, of course) is a terrific 
way to take out your frustrations. Professor 
Connie Steel, chairperson of the Dept. of 
Human Development and Family Studies at 
Texas Tech (Lubbock), has proved it. She 
tested 25 eighth-grade boys for aggression 
levels, then allowed them to play video games. 
After playing two games of their preference, 
she tested their aggression levels again. 
Surprise! “The aggression level decreased 
significantly,” Dr Steele said, “so much that it 
couldn’t be attributed to chance.” The prof 
noted that researchers have established a 
significant link between watching violence on 
TV and acting it out, and that some have 
wondered whether video game violence had 
similar effects. But Steele noted that TV 
viewing is passive; it leaves tension bottled 
up. The action in video games, she said, may 
help players release stress and aggression. 
The Hereford, Texas Brand quoted Dr Steele 
as telling the April 18-19 Texas Council on 
Family Relations: “If we really do act out our 
violence on video games, then let’s have the 
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whole world play them.” - August 1985. 

Video Games Are Good For You - A 
new study reported by the New York Times 
News Service suggests that “among frequent 
players of the games in arcades, video game 
use seemed to serve as a socially acceptable 
outlet for aggression, reducing the players’ 
stress.” The study, published in The Journal 
of the American Academy of Child Psychiatry, 
was co-authored by Mount Sinai Medical 
Centre’s instructor Dr Lissa Weinstein and by 
Manhattan psychologist Dr Gerald 
Kestenbaum, former clinical instructor in the 
Dept. of Psychiatry at the Albert Einstein 
College of Medicine. Said the New York 
Times: “The research suggests that heavy 
users of video games are not more neurotic 
than other children, nor are they more likely to 
be socially withdrawn, introverted, or more 
prone to use fantasy as an escape from their 
problems. Those who play the games 
frequently are not more extroverted or 
aggressive than theirpeers, either.” - December 
1985. 

A Bracing Development - Dentists 
are experimenting with using video games to 
distract patients from pain while they sit in the 
dentist’s chair. The Journal of the American 
Dental Assn. report, cited in the Star- 
Countryman Newspaper (Sun Prairie, Wisc.), 
quoted Dr Sait Seyrek as saying that he attached 
electrodes to patients’ fingers so they could 
control the game play while watching an
